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Introduction 


This  atlas  Is  meant  to  provide  a  simple  look  at  the  geography  of  some 
baste  Information  from  the  1990  Census.  The  format  of  the  atlas  Is 
consistent  throughout.  Each  page  contains  two  maps.  The  map  on 
the  left  depicts  data  from  the  1980  Census  for  one  specific  variable. 
The  map  on  the  rights  depicts  data  from  the  1 990  Census  for  the  same 
variable.  In  the  lower  right  corner  Is  a  cltywlde  summary  of  this 
variable,  giving  the  1980  and  1990  totals  for  the  city  as  a  whole  and 
Ihe  percentage  change  between  these  two  numbers.  Addrtlonaliy- 
the  1980  and  1990  share  of  the  total  universe  held  bythis  variable  and 
the  percentage  change  between  these  two  numbers  are  given  here. 
A  legend,  which  applies  to  both  maps  on  the  page,  is  provided  In  th© 
lower  left  comer.  Between  th©  legend  and  the  summary  are  th© 
actual  numbers  for  each  planning  district.  Th©  planning  districts  or© 
outlined  on  the  maps  In  white  and  their  full  names  ore  shown  In  the 
map  on  page  three. 

it  Is  hoped  that  this  format  will  provide  a  useful  and  easy-to-follow 
plctureof  San  Francisco.  Using  1980and  1990  data  provides  a  means 
for  comparison  and  trend  analysis.  Using  maps  to  present  this  data 
provides  a  very  Important  part  of  th©  picture,  it  becomes  possible  not 
only  to  analyze  how  th©  city  has  changed  during  the  past  decade, 
but  where  in  the  city  these  changes  have  tal<en  place. 


The  maps  In  this  atlas  are  based  on  the  census  tracts  used  In  the  1990 
Census.  San  Francisco  iscurrentlydivided  into  153  census  tracts.  The 
only  change  since  the  1980  Census  Is  the  merging  of  two  census 
tracts  Into  one.  Tract  609  In  ti^e  Bayvlew/ Hunter's  Point  area  is  now 
made  up  of  the  former  tracts  608  and  609.  The  boundary  between 
the  two  was  Third  street,  with  608  to  the  east  of  Third  street  and  609 
to  the  west.  Additionally,  five  tracts  which  retained  the  some 
boundaries  changed  numbers.  The  following  table  shows  these 
changes.
